Lean and 
clean 


> Operational 

review concludes 
with recommen¬ 
dations for council 
and staff to act on

The consultant hired to con¬ 
duct an operational review at 
Town Hall says there is room for 
some improvement, but gave 
the municipality what could be 
considered a passing grade. 

On Monday night, David 
Berger, from Western 

council a thorough presenta¬ 
tion on the review he and his 
colleagues conducted. 

Twenty-five recommenda¬ 
tions have been provided in the 
report that was approved unan¬ 
imously by council. He referred 
to the Town of Fort Erie as a 
"lean" corporation. 

Berger says the Town of Fort 
Erie compared favourably to 
other municipalities of similar 
sizes and that staffing levels in 
some departments are below 
the norm. 

Summarizing his recommen¬ 
dations, Berger feels there is an 
opportunity to build stronger 
relationships between staff and 
council, which would improve 
staff morale and improve trust 
between both.

Some additional capacity 
might exist within some 
departments, but the prelimi¬ 
nary scan revealed no glaring 
inefficiencies. 

Berger feels there are poten¬ 
tial cost savings and cost avoid¬ 


ance opportunities that exist, 
as well as possible ways to 
improve efficiencies, customer 
service and to build capacity. 

He also wrote in his report 
that "better governance" holds 
the greatest opportunity relat¬ 
ed to how the Town operates. 

"It has the potential to 
increase the number of key 


operational decisions being 
made by the Town and 
decrease the amount of time 
and effort to make them," he

Mayor Doug Martin said 
council should consider the 
difficulty level of implementing 
some of the recommendations 

Referring to the statement 
made by Berger that the 
Community Gaming and 
Development and Community 
Health and Wellness depart¬ 
ment of the town needs a clear¬ 
er name, Martin said this is one 
that could be acted on quickly. 

"It's not a high priority, but it 
could be done in one meeting," 
said Martin. 

"Some of them are easy, 
some of them are a little more 
difficult" he added. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero commended the sev¬ 
eral Town department heads 
that sat in the audience on 
Monday, saying that on some 
occasions residents can see 
them as "easy targets" when it 
comes to complaints. 

He agreed the findings of the 


review have determined the 
municipality is a "lean and 
mean" operation and dis¬ 
missed the claims that can 
sometimes be made against 
Town employees that they are 
not as productive as they 
should be. 

"That isn't the case." 

Berger said the most impor¬ 
tant recommendations in his 
report are the final two he has 
listed, which deal with council 


alongwiththerelationbetween 


He says "pro-active involve¬ 
ment as opposed to defensive 
posturing for both staff and 
council" is an area that needs 

Another suggestion being 
made by the consulting firm is 
that the Town should provide 
better documentation of its 
vehicle movement records 
through GPS. But, he warned 
this issue should be investigat¬ 
ed and implemented properly, 
without creating animosity 
between employees and coun¬ 
cil.

It takes only a few hours a 
week to volunteer with a 
local agency like Big 
Brothers Big Sisters (BBBS). 

This also applies to sup¬ 
porting its biggest fundrais¬ 
er, Bowl for Kids Sake, which 
will hit the lanes Carroll's 
Bowling Alley in late 
February and into early 
March. 

Last year, Fort Erie BBBS 
just barely surpassed its 
goal of $40,000 for the cam¬ 
paign and this time around 
the agency is hoping to 
strike a larger target of 
$45,000. 

Teams of five or six bowl¬ 
ers can participate in eight 
different time slots and 
BBBS executive director 
Sondra Barrett says about 
40 per cent of those spots 
have been filled.

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Coyotes making appearances in local neighbourhoods

Sending a flock of road- 
runners out into the commu¬ 
nity would be a far-fetched 
solution to keeping coyotes 
away from urban areas. 

Therefore, there are other 
suggestions that residents 
can follow to avoid any prob¬ 
lems with the wild animals, 
who have been sighted rather 
frequently over the last few 

In 2009, a public meeting 
and session participated in 
by localresidents, the Niagara 
Regional Police, local trap¬ 
pers and the Ministry of 
Natural Resources was held. 
Around that time, many con¬ 


cerns were voiced in the 
community aboutwhat could 
be done to avoid any trage¬ 
dies related to small pets 
being snatched by the elusive 
animals, which there were a 
handful of cases of in areas 
near the Old Fort. 

That same advice that was 
shared back then still remains 
in place today. 

In a coyote information 
pamphlet provided to the 
Town of Fort Erie by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
(MNR), it is explained that 
coyotes are a natural part of 
rural and urban areas near 
ravines or wooded areas. 

There are a number of 
things that can be done to 
prevent any interaction with 
them on your property. 


Some of these precautions 
include properly storing and 
maintaining garbage con¬ 
tainers, which would dis¬ 
courage them from prowling 
for a meal, and also prevent 
other rodents such as skunks 
and raccoons from putting 
themselves in a vulnerable 
position for a coyote attack. 

Another measure that 
should be taken is removing 
all pet food from outside, 
which could draw coyotes in 
closer to your property. 

Residents should avoid 
composting meat products, 
as failure to do so can also 
welcome coyotes closer to 
your home. 

Purposely feeding and 
approaching the animals is 
also not recommended. They

more comfortable and cause

Motion-sensitive lighting 
in yards can help deter coy¬ 
otes from trespassing on your 
property and alarms or whis¬ 
tles that can be set off in the 
presence of an unwelcome 
animal can scare coyotes off 
and cause them not to 

Pat Smalldon, a local resi¬ 
dent on Court Street near 
General Vanier Public School, 
has had four sightings in 
recent weeks and hopes peo¬ 
ple living in her area, many of 
whom are senior citizens 
with small pets, will follow 
the guidelines that 
can deter a coyote

dog and has taken 
extra caution by 
carrying a stick 
when she walks her 
pooch in the neigh¬ 
bourhood, or by 
combing the yard 
before she lets her 


dog out to do its business. 

"You have to be very cau¬ 
tious about letting them out," 
she said. 

Geoff Stephenson, from 
the Town of Fort Erie's by-law 
enforcement department, 
says there is little the munici¬ 
pality can do, other than raise 
awareness about the coyote 
presence by strongly advis¬ 
ing residents to follow the 
precautions provided 
through the MNR. 

"Don't approach them or 
feed them," said Stephenson, 
who estimated that about 
seven complaints on the 
matter have been heard at 
Town Hall, so far this week. 

"If you have small pets, be 
aware that when you go out¬ 
side there may be coyotes 
looking to eat," he added. 

The Niagara Regional 
Police's district commander 
for Fort Erie, staff sergeant 
Dave Hunter, also echoed the 
recommendations provided 
by the ministry. 

"I would certainly empha¬ 
size, don't approach the ani¬ 
mal yourself," he said. 

The police can respond to 
a coyote-related concern, 
which is categorized as a nui¬ 
sance animal complaint If a 


coyote appears to be putting 
public safety at risk, that's the 
only time law enforcement 
can step in. 

"Unless the animal is a 
danger, there's nothing we 
can do," said Hunter. 

Wendy Trombley, manag¬ 
er of the local SPCA said a 
trap was set up last week, in 
an attempt to apprehend a 
coyote that had been seen 
wandering around near the 
Peace Bridge and on Gilmore 
Road, with a severe injury to 
its leg. 

"We haven't had any luck 
catching it," she said. 

Trombley said that when 
calls about the animals come 
to her office, she usually 
refers them to the MNR for 
further suggestions...whether 
it is a re-iteration of the many 
points provided in the infor¬ 
mation sheet on the Town of 
Fort Erie's website, or a rec¬ 
ommendation to hire a local 
licensed trapper. 

Under the Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Act, it is legal to 
hunt coyotes in Ontario. But 
it has to be for a hunting pur¬ 
pose, and not just to elimi¬ 
nate their presence in your 
neighbourhood, especially if 
you live in a residential area.

Town and union at odds

With contract negotiations coming to 
a halt between the Town of Fort Erie 
and its unionized employees, the Town 
has requested a third-party mediator. 

Representatives of Town manage¬ 
ment and the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees (CUPE) Local #714 have met 
twice in December and on Wednesday 
to discuss the terms of a new contract, 
say Ron Tripp, interim chief adminis¬ 
trative officer. 

The agreement between the Town 
and CUPE expired on Dec. 31 and both 
sides are at odds over contract language 
covering job postings and layoffs. Wages 


and benefits were not discussed. 

The union represents about 80 full¬ 
time jobs and casual employees, says 

“The contract affects all faucets of 
Town including the public works and 
parks and recreation departments." 

The request for a third-party media¬ 
tor was made by the Town on Wednesday 
to help both parties come to a collective 
agreement. 

“This is the first step beyond individ¬ 
ual discussion. Both sides acknowledge 
difficulty working with the language 
and both sides can’t agree on what that 
change might be.” 

The interim CAO says he doesn’t 
expect contract negotiations will affect 
the Town’s services. 


Two seizures at Peace Bridge 


The Canada Border Services Agency 
(CBSA) has announced two seizures 
that were executed at the Peace Bridge. 

On January 7, a woman from 
Rochester, N.Y., attempted to enter 
Canada by bus at the Peace Bridge. 
During a routine examination with the 
assistance of a detector dog handler 
and his dog 'KC,' border services offi¬ 
cers examined a bag containing food in 
the woman's possession. 

Hidden in food items, officers discov¬ 
ered a quantity of suspected narcotics 
including marijuana, psilocybin and 
oxycodone. 

She was charged with three counts of 
importing under the Controlled Drugs 
and Substances Act. 


On January 11, a male from Winnipeg 
attempted to enter Canada at the Peace 
Bridge when he was referred for a sec¬ 
ondary inspection. 

During this examination, border offi¬ 
cers discovered a laptop computer in 
the cab of his truck containing sexually 
suggestive images that appeared to be 
child pornography. 

Canada Border Services Agency 
(CBSA)'s criminal investigators attend¬ 
ed and charged him under the Customs 
Act with attempting to smuggle, posses¬ 
sion of illegally imported goods, and 
non-report of goods. 

The Niagara Regional Police were 
contacted and laid further charges 
under the Criminal Code.

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Committee recommends 
school closures

The Accommodation 
Review Committee (ARC) 
has decided both Rose 
Seaton and Fort Erie 
Elementary Schools should 

The District School Board 
of Niagara (DSBN) board of 
trustees decided to examine 
how they can provide better 
learning spaces for students 
by forming a committee to 
review General Vanier, Rose 
Seaton, and Garrison Road 
and Fort Erie elementary 
schools. 

The ARC met on 
Wednesday and finalized 
their recommendation to 
close both Rose Seaton and 
Fort Erie, leaving Garrison 
Road Public School and 
General Vanier open. Their 
recommendations will be 
presented to the board of 
trustees on Feb. 14. 

The recommendations 
include using the Queen 
Elizabeth Way as the divid¬ 
ing boundary line, says 
Stephen Passero, ARC mem¬ 
ber and Ward 1 Councillor. 

"Students south of the 
QEW will attend General 
Vanier and all students north 
of the QEW will attend 
Garrison Road." 

Passero says the ARC has 
also made a recommenda¬ 
tion to renovate General 
Vanier to accommodate the 
extra students. 

These renovations include 
making improvements to the 
kindergarten classroom, a 
new entrance and a new 
drop-off for kindergarten 
students and a new bus load¬ 
ing zone. 

The recommendations 
also calls for a new gym to be 


built and the existing gym 
will be turned into three new 
classrooms and an addition¬ 
al two classrooms will be 
added on to the school if it’s 
necessary, says Passero. 

The ARC has also recom¬ 
mended a facility renewal 
program which will assess 
the needs of the school for 
the next five years and needs 
will be completed along with 
the renovations, Passero 

“These things include new 
lockers, new electrical 
improvements, and new 
interior improvements. 
Because of the facility renew¬ 
al program all of these things 
will be completed before the 
school reopens.” 

Passero recognizes many 
parents might not be in 
favour of the ARC’s recom¬ 
mendations, but he says it is 
the best solution for every- 

“The goal of the commit¬ 
tee has been about providing 
the best quality of education 
for kids. When a school is at 
half of its capacity, it doesn't 
have the amount of resources 
needed.” 

With declining enrolment 
rates, Passero says he recog¬ 
nizes the need to consolidate 
both Fort Erie and Rose 
Seaton into General Vanier 
and Garrison Road to pro¬ 
vide students with more 
resources and the best pos¬ 
sible education. 

“It has not been an easy or 
a popular decision, but as 
the committee has gone 
through the process we 
found it was the most appro¬ 
priate decision.”

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Jarvis Pharma task 
force completes study 


The Jarvis Street Pharma 
Task Force has concluded its 
study efforts, with the com¬ 
pletion of the strategic analy¬ 
sis through Deloitte and 
Touche Inc. 

Deloitte was retained by 
the Task Force to provide a 
strategic assessment of Jarvis 
Street Pharma Corporation 
(formerly Pharmetics) in 
order to assess the current 
state of the company and its 
potential strategic options. 

This included physical 
assets, operational capabili¬ 
ties, financial analysis, mar¬ 
ket analysis and potential 
sale strategies for the corpo¬ 
ration. 

The funding for the task 
force ($105,000) was provid¬ 
ed by the Fort Erie Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation (EDTC) includ¬ 
ing a grant to the EDTC of 
$50,000 from the Town of 
Fort Erie. 

At the impetus of the 
EDTC, the task force was 
assembled in 2010 when the 
owners of the corporation 
announced sales orders were 
not as robust as they needed 
into the future and would be 
considering two options, 
which are sale of the corpo¬ 
ration or closure of the oper- 

The sale option is an own¬ 
ership prerogative, as long as 
the plant were to remain 
financially viable. 

The Task Force is com¬ 


prised of the ownership of 
Jarvis Street Pharma Inc., the 
International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers Union, the Town of 
Fort Erie, the EDTC and 
member of provincial parlia¬ 
ment Kim Craitor. 

"The study remains confi¬ 
dential to the task force 
members," said EDTC gen¬ 
eral manager and task force 
spokesperson Jim Tliibert. 

He said the date will 
remain private because of 
the proprietary and confi¬ 
dential nature of the finan¬ 
cial data involved. 

"I can tell you that the 
ownership was fully co-oper¬ 
ative and engaged in the task 
force and as a result, Deloitte 
had availability and access to 
the plant and all of the 
records they needed to com¬ 
plete the Task Force objec¬ 
tives," said Thibert. 

As a result of the task 
force's efforts, parties have 
been identified that are inter¬ 
ested in pursuing due dili¬ 
gence and the ownership has 
embarked on a formal dispo¬ 
sition process and have 
retained Deloitte to co-ordi¬ 
nate this process. 

"All of the members of the 
task force are hopeful the 
study results and this focused 
approach by the owners will 
enable a potential purchaser 
to develop a successful offer 
and operation at the Fort Erie 
plant," said Thibert.
